It was pointed out by University 
authorities that It is not possible to 
disclose all the laboratories which 
were Inspected by the Visitor of 
the University, since most of these 
arc engaged in secret war researcli.

A.F. nclch Raiders cxliibition in 
Eaton's in the morning; in the after- 
noon Princess Alice will visit the 
R.C.A.F, W.D. Wireless School, and 
in the evening they will attend the 
opening of the Loan Exhibit of 
Great Paintings, which is being 
held "in aid of the suffering chil- 
dren of Europe."

W'xWx lliis issue, The Daily will cease 
publication until the Convocation Issue 
whicli will appear late in May. To all in- 
tents and purposes this is the last publica- 
tion of the present managing board, for 
the ncwiy-appointed group will be in 
charge of the Convocation Issue, 

The Dailv labored under a severe 
handicap due to the email number of re- 
porters during the latter part of the ses- 
sion, this being largely due to the stringent 
regulations of National Selective Service 
concerning passing percentage;;. Tlie report- 
érs and the editorial staff applied them- 
selves diligently to their jobs, and the 
number of mistakes and omissions were 
kept to a minimum. 

There were injustices in the distribu- 
tion of publicity and front page space 
among the numerous clubs and societies on 
the campus. This is inevitable, since the 
relative importance of news and sports 
stories is a matter of opinion, and the 
event is always of paramount importance 
to the organizers. Early in the session, the 
cooperation of the campus groups was re- 
quested in the writing of their publicity. 
■ We hope that those who cooperated were 
not disappointed by the necessary editing' 
and ''rehashing" to which their efforts 
were subjected. 

Every effort was made to maintain a 
powerful editorial policy, within the limits 
imposed by the constitution of The Daily, 
lyaturally there were peaks and troughs in 
the quality and quantity of this column, 
and wc will plead guilty to the charge of 
periodic slacking. Our main endeavor was 
to support those activities on the campus 
which warranted editorial expression, and 
to take a definite stand on all controversial 
subjects. The opinions of the student body 
were given expression, when they were 
backed by logic, in the Letter Forum, and 
in the Political Comment Column. Al- 
though the method of selection in the case 
of the latter were the subject of consider- 
able controversy, wc acted in the best in- 
terests of the student body in every in- 
stance. 

AVc have endeavoréd to be of service to 
the student body and to McGill University 
in all our actions. In exchange, wc have 
obtained a wealth of experience in the 
techniques and principles of newspaper 
work. Wc consider the cNchange a very 
profitable one, since it includes an excel- 
lent courscc in psychology, business man- 
agement, and personnel troubles. 

To the staff wc must express our sin- 
ccrest gratitude for their excellent work. 
We received much of the credit for their 
efforts and wc were to blame for their mis- 
takes; but since these were few and their 
enthusiasm great, wc gained a great deal, 
and we trust that they will never regret 
their participation iA the production of 
Issue XXXIII. 

We offdr our beat wishes to the incom- 
ing managing board. Théir job will not be 
nn easy one, but we trust that their staff 
will be as enthusiastic as was ours, and 
that the student body will lend the same 
support.

• (3) Greatness 

Having expressed a negative 
judgment on both Impression- 
ism and neo-Classicism, it now 
remoins for us to state the re- 
quirements which wc do expect 
to find fulfilled by a satis/ylng 
work of art. Essentially these 
are perfection of form and in- 
tensity of emotional content 
pertinent to that form. The em- 
phasis may be on one or on the 
other, but the two cannot be 
separated. Thus in Greek art 
the emotion is mainly expressed 
through the swelling and inspir- 
ed perfection of the form itself; 
that is, emotion is contributory 
to form; whereas In the modern 
period the tendency is for the 
form to guide unobtrusively the' 
direct flow of emotional expres- 
sion. It is doubUuI whether 
such perfect "sUsIa" as the 
Greeks achieved , would be at- 
tainable in any 'other than a 
slave society; In the modern 
period the artist occupies a posi- 
tlon much closer to communal 
life, and stand In a much more 
Intimate personal and psycholo- 
gical relationship to the general 
problems of society, than did the 
Greek artist. Thus art In the 
modern period could not hava 
found its fullest expression on 
the detached and impersonal 
epic plane of the' Greeks; It 1s 
not Milton who expresses t)ie 
apex of the modern spirit, >)ut 
Shakespeare or Beethoven, ^ind 
cven in Milton and other uriod- 
ern epic writers there fs much 
more immediacy of ertyjtlon 
than In the Greek. 

However, to turn to thcj ques- 
tlon of "greatness". We cannot 
apply Aristotelian cri^:ria to 
modern art without filrst re- 
defining them, as LessVng so in- 
sistently pointed out. But to 
use Aristotle's terminology, we \ 
assume that a cèrtain "cathar- 
sis" of emotion Wikes place 
when one responds to "static" 
art — a catharsis 5n the sense 
that one is purifiorl Vnd uplift- 
ed above vulgar amotion. ' Thus 
we have linked tïMïcther a static 
aesthetic effect and a static 
emotional,effect.( Now there are 
many artists w'nn are capable of 
producing the dirst of these and 
to some degreo thé second also 

— that Is, all ftrlisls who Impart 
their messaïf» in a form per- 
fectly adaptod to that message. 
This is true,*not onlyof a class- 
icist like Paul Valéry, but of 
any able artist of any school 
However, when it comes to 
comparisons, the other element 

— the -upilfUng effect, the 
breadth «and breath of a work, 
counts Jlust as much in determ- 
ining aiOsolute value as does the 
degree/ o{ formal perfection. 
And I/I one keeps this criterion 
in mind, it is a little easier to 
maintain ones balance of judg- 
tnent amid a myriad of confus- 
ing- factors. For instance, one 
can. easily be confuted by the 
clrMumstance that what ii con- 
sidered great art in one period 
ifi completely forgotten in an- 
ol.her; that what Is considered 
f.ood by one person sééms

worthlejs to another; and what 
is satisfying In one mood may 
be unpleasant In another. And 
then how can one compare 
the absolute value of artists al- 
together, when the emotional 
content of each period .ind ot 
each style is qualitatively differ- 
ent from that of every other? 
1 believe that since wc still 
have no supra-pertonal criteria, 
we must Judge empirically, by 
the pitch ot the emotional re- 
action, (always static!) which a 
work, produces in us.

Conference Recommends 
!]itizen-Consciousness 



Edmonton, March 8.— (CUP) 
—Foremost among the results 
of the recent Western Canadian 
University Conference was the 
recommendation that Canadians 
should become more citizen- 
conscious and that a political 
career should be considered 
one of the most desirable by 
university students. A p]an for 
the extension of edijcatlon to 
meet better its responsibility 
as a basis for the post-war 
world was also put forward by 
the conference with special 
emphasis on the large-scale ex- 
change of French-Canadian and 
English-Canadian students, and 
the expansion of such a plan 
Internationally. 

Need for the equalization of 
rural industry with other in- 
dustries was emphasl^d by the 
conference and steps toward this 
through university facilities 
"recommended. The improve- 
ot medical services was also 
dealt with. 

>^A final general recommenda- 
tion was that the universities 
represented at the conference 
establish organizations of a 
properly constituted character 
dedicated to specific problems 
of returned men; such organiza- 
tions were to be composed of 
returned men for the purpose 
of protecting their Interests 
and welfare of returned men.

, Toronto, March 0 — (C.U.P.) — 
Controversy on the National Selec- 
tive Service Regulations concerning 
the non-eucntial courses ot ihe 
universities has resulted In a meet- 
ing of the social science and hu- 
manity students being held tomor- 
row afternoon, it was learned in a 
report from the Varsity received 
yesterday. 

Thc.organlzers of this meeting are 
three graduating students who are 
not concerned personnally with the 
matter, but are Interested In the 
regulations ns a matter ot principle. 
They hope that the meeting will re- 
suit in a resolution deploying the 
stigma attached by the regulations 
to the humanities and social scien- 
ces. 

A letter to the editor of Varsity 
printed on February 20. and signed 
by Rhys Dixon, IV Pol. Sc. and 
Econs., protested against the régu- 
lations, stating that since the gov- 
ernment had not dissolved the cour- 
ses completely it Is evident that in 
itself It realise the essentlalness of 
the Non-csscntiel courses (»s Ihcy 
are dclincd in the regulations), but 
i.s at prcicnt conforming to public 
opinion, and the regulations are 
only "a compromise between an un- 
informed public on the one hand, 



and the government's own better 
judgement on the other". The In- 
justice ot such a ruling is therefore 
apparent, stated the writer. 

A reply to this letter was made 
by the Editor of Varsity in an edit- 
orial on March 1. In this letter the 
editor pointed out the fact that 
much severer meaiures had been 
taken in the United States concern,- 
ing the above-mentioned faculties, 
and that the regulations state they 
may be altered from "time to time". 
He suggested that appreciation for 
the fact that these courses had not 
been completely dissolved was dc- 
slreable when the Issue is com- 
pared to that of "other countries". 

A second letter to the editor, 
signed by Paul Fox, IV Pol. Sc. and 
Econs., and printed on March 3. 
argued that the comparison with 
the United Slates Was too narrow a 
basis for acceptance of the regula- 
tions. The writer continued with 
the argument that since the gov- 
ernment Is already preparing for 
peace in various ways, (here he uses 
as examples the rationalisalion of 
munitions plants such as Nobel, and 
the end of expansion and enlbtmcnt 
In the Navy, the retardation of air- 
crew training, and the' suspension of 
meatless Tuesday), it seems rather 
unfair and hardly the appropriate 
lime for the restricting of uiilver 
sily courses that are training the 
"men who by general consent will 
be of the very greatest value to 
society in the Immediate post-war 
perlod:';';«;wi<i;i ■

MONTREAL FESTIVALS 

The waggish and unpredictable 
Sir Thomas Bcecham did not dis- 
appoint those who went to St. 
James' United last Monday to hear 
htm conduct the orchéstra of the 
MonUreal Festivals at . one of the 
vPeople'ii Concerts". Sir Thomas 
contrived in one brief address to 
supply his own program notes for 
the occasion, to keep the audience 
amused, and to make time while 
some members of the orchestra 
arrived late, having been 'detained 
by what he called the "criminally- 
minded and insane" C.B.C. 

The program was essentially a 
romanUc one and in his interpreta- 
tion of it the conductor spared no 
pains to live up to his cbaracterlxa- 
lion of it as such during his explan* 
atlon ot it to the audience. , 

The most interesting work of the 
evening was the rendition of the 
"Amaryllis" Suite, transcribed by 
the. conductor himself from thc^ 
score by Handel. The suite of seven 
dances Is rarely played, and in its 
freshness and balance was a de- 
lightful surprise. This Is to most of 
us a new Handel, quite different 
from the best-known works of that 
composer which arc usually mark- 
ed by their heavy sonority or dram- 
atic intensity. Both leader and or-. 
chesUra seeoied more completely at 
home with the music than with any 
of the other pieces on the program. 

Alexander Broil's symphonic 
poem "The Oracle" was the featur- 
ed work on the program for most 
of the music-lovers of Montreal. 
This ,was the Canadian premiere, 
and apparently Mr. Broil, who sat 
at the first desk of the strings, has 
produced a work quite capable of 
being ranked with any similar mod- 
ern composition of its kind on Uils 
Continent. ^ 

It succeeds remarkably well In 
creating an atmosphere of horrific 
suspense. Of the actual story be- 
hind the work Sir Iliomas himself 
confessed his Ignorance, but a mem- 
ber of the orchestra tells us he be- 
lieves U is an impression of war. 
The. composition Is modem music 
at its best. The discords are - not 
overemphasized, there are two def- 
inite and not unpleaslng melodies, 
and the ending, at the very peak 
of a climax. Is extremely well man- 
aged. This work, it seems to us, 
makes full use of the possibilities 
of contemporary style in composi- 
tion, and avoids its limitations. With 
the exception of the piano part, It^ 
performance was most edcslive. It 
is perhaps, a little short, yet it man- 
ages to express its message ade- 
quately. ^. ; 

The Overture to a Midsummer 
Night's Dream, the Brahms' Third 
Symphony and Rossini's Overture 
to "La Gazza Ladra" made up the 
balance of the program and 
throughout we felt that In spite of 
some rough spots the orchestra pro- 
vided one of the. most satisfactory 
performances from the point of 
view of sheer listening pleasure 
that we have heard for some lime.

Mr. Bernstein Is a capable and 
earnest musician, who knowa what 
he wants from an orchestra and is 
further well-schooled In ways of 
getting Just Uiai Without consider- 
ing his InterpreUtlve altltuiJes, it 
Is certain that Uie orchestra proved 
readily responsive to his self^flssur- 
ed guidance, and played evenly and 
confidently throughout the long 
program. 

Ross Pratt was the piano soloist, 
offering the seldom-heard and ob- 
scure Ravel Concerto, which un- 
fortunately gave him all loo litUe 
opportunity to give evidence of hit 
well-known ability. Mr. Bernstein 
proved a reliable and agreeable ac- 
companist, but the utterly Impres- 
sionistic form of the work left a 
hazy picture of cacophonie and in- 
coherent music. There was fine 
single-note work by Mr. Pratt in 
the first movement, a long solo In- 
troduction to the second which be- 
came a trifle monotonous In Its 
lack of expression, and rather more 
virtuosity In the finale which 
brought out more of Mr. Pratt's tà- 
lents, leaving the thought that he 
could surely put hlT efforts to much 
better use than material of this sort 
provided. 

The music — in contrast to the 
equally adventurous Gershwin — 
seemed an almost degenerate philo- 
sophy in its utter lack of concrete 
expression and definite thought out- 
lines. It was a mere aggregaUon of 
insipid pastelle colouring, only in 
short passages achieving even a 
credible, purposeful sensuosity. 

Th evening began with Moiarl'* 
Overture to "The Marriage of 
Figaro." well-filled with traditional 
pleasantry and good humour. 
Beethoven's Eighth Symphony had 
much of the. same mood-construc- 
tion, though a good deal of added 
depth made it àn interestfaig it 
somewhat .aelassical reading. Mr. 
Bernstein's Beethoven was an adult 
Mozart in holiday mood, though he 
concentrated more on the philoso- 
phical Implications of the music 
than on Its dance associations. Hi5 
climaxes were well built and pur- 
posefully conceived, though he did 
not always manage to maintain 
clarity between concurrent orches- 
tral voices. The contemplative 
leisure of the first movement was 
brought Into pheasant contrast with 
the religiously unimpeachable beat 
and charmingly rebellious ending 
of the second; ànl though the clos- 
ing portions were slightly dullish 
by comparison, the whole was sin- 
cere, conscientious, and quite 
worthwhile. 

The final Item was the Slbelluï 
First Symphony, and here Mn Bern- 
stein rose , to perhaps unexpected 
stature o( interpretation. Though 
unmclodlc and certainly unclasslcal 
for most of its length, it was virile, 
vocal, and harshly, eloquent music 
Opening with" mixed delicacy, 
power, and assurance. It moved to 
sentimental reminiscence in the 
muted-violin passages ot the second 
movement, touched on impresslo.i- 
Ism in the third, and ended in . a 
magnificent orchestral de^tej.'with' 
a climax replete with coiiifldfence 
and faith In justice and the value 
of existence. Creating sharp sus- 
pense as Individual thoughts must- 
ered for the final argument, he 
mixed in touches of pleading and of 
murmuring protest before resolving 
a climax of deeply emotional, vib- 
rant, dramatic, but never sentimen- 
tal, melodic sweep. 

Realizing the very personal phi- 
losophical endowment of Sibelius' 
music, Mr. Bernstein gave it Intel- 
lectual dignity and logical thought 
progression, bringing the First 
Symphony out from thé shadow of 
comparative disappointment which 
the Second usually casts upon it. 
Altogether, an interesUng and very 
enjoyable concert. -rV. Q G.
